The English women living in India 


put a s*n»ible t,ch«me into execution, 
rvcently. They revolted against the 
sovial bondage of "duty calls" and 
organized on anti-calling union. Sev- 
eral hundred 
women 
joined and 


pledged themselves to abide by the 
rules, which are very simple. 


Instead of plying call* in person 


card* ar« sent and calls are returned 
by post. A personal call Is allowablj 
only when a special compliment is in- 
tended. At home days are held by the 
members of the union wten conven- 
ient, notices of these being printed in 
the papers, several days beforehand. 
The fact that men are excluded from 
these privileges has caused no end Off 
amusement among the women ard no 
less talk among the lords of creation, 
particularly the crusty bachelors of 
society, who declare that calling iliti 
keep tome women quiet; they go so far 
as to make wagers on what mischief 
their women friends will N-up to now 
that there is no cee«ssity for them to 
pay duty calls. 


There is no union of this kind in thii 


city, but the women members of tha 
Harnard club long ago pave up calling 
for the mere name cf tte thing. They 
agreed that their club fhouM be a 
kind of a social clearing house, and tha 
plan ha* worked admirably. An in- 
formal reception i* held in the beauti- 
ful club rooms every Saturday after- 
noon, ami a little chat with one'* 
friend* there relieves everyl»«ly of all 
calling obligations. This even extendi 
to party calls amnn" most of the roem- 
l>ers.
